‘‘How it will be in 1956 I cannot 
predict, but as of 1954 the weather 
is certainly stormy and it will not 
be calmed by the incantations of 
warlocks intoning that what is 
good for General Motors is neces- 
sarily good for the country and 
that threats of ‘massive retalia- 
tion’ will deter an ingenious and | 
resolute enemy. Such turgid pom- 
posities need puncturing and noth- 
ing does it as effectively as a 
needle-pointed phrase. 

“The humorless are incapable 
ef understanding that satire never 
permanently damaged anything 
that is solid. Hit a stuffed 
shirt with a bludgeon and the club 
may bounce, leaving the shirt un- 
damaged; but a rapier goes 
through and lets the wind out with 
startling speed.”’

Is Logical Move 


It has been apparent for some time 
that eventually some such security pattern 
must be established for Asia which would 
accomplish for that area what NATO has 
for Western Europe. Placing first things 
first. however, prime priority had to 
be given to saving the rest of Europe from 
communism. 

Although the job has not been com- 
pleted, Western Europe is in a much more 
secure position and the strength of her 
united defenses continues to grow. As this 
has happened, the Communists, using Red 
China as a base, have shifted their field 
of attack to Asia 

The United States, in its role of lead- 
er of the free nations, has been forced to 
accept the challenge. Secretary Dulles is 
seeking a NATO-type alliance of 10 na- 
tions to impose collective security and 
ending such continued fringe wars 
as Korea and Indochina. Reports of agree- 
ment between the United States and Lon- 
don on developing such an alliance is a 
tribute to Mr. Dulles’ boldness and finesse. 

Moscow and Peiping must be made to 
realize that we mean business in South- 
east Asia. Indochina provides the test. 

The secretary is now in Paris. He will 
lay his cards on the table in an effort to 
save EDC and to prevent Communist tor- 
pedoing of Geneva Conference with 
the Indochinese War as the blackjack. 

Establishing a security pact for Asia 
with the aim of preventing further ag- 
gression there could be a turning point in 
affairs of that area. It could be equally 
as effective as the bold steps that led to 
establishment of NATO, the Truman Doc- 
trine and the Marshall Plan. 

A NATO pact for Asia is a logical de- 
velopment in American foreign policy. 
Having accomplished as much as we have 
toward securing Furope, we can now give 
more attention, in collaboration with other 
free nations, to the Asian problem. Lenin 
once said that the road to Paris was 
through Peiping. The free world’s job in 
Asia is to prevent that from becoming a 
fact. 
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Let's Clean Up FHA 
Without Destroying It 


The nation is entitled to a full-scale 
probe of thé Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration as a result of charges, rumors and 
suspicion growing out of the firing of FHA 
Commissioner Guy T. C. Hollyday. 

Loss of confidence in the agency can 
be restored only after a full investigation 
establishes the facts. If there has been 
fraud to the extent that is charged, indict- 
ments and prosecutions certainly are in 
order. 

Mr. Hollyday, an Eisenhower ap- 
pointee, is accused of having permitted 
known abuses of the program to continue. 
A few unscrupulous contractors, promo- 
ters and builders are said to have taken 
advantage of various aspects of the hous- 
ing program to fleece the public. 

It is unfortunate that the disclosures 
had to be made at this time when the 
Congress is considering the country’s 
housing problem. There is no doubt that 
we do have such a problem—a growing 
one. A few racketeers and vultures that 
are always anxious to prey upon the un- 
suspecting must not be permitted to de- 
stroy a program that has made home- 
owners of millions of Americans. 

FHA has been a tremendous factor in 
making it possible for the nation’s hous- 
ing standards to be improved. It has not 
been a project costly to the taxpayers. 
Its guarantees of loans have actually re- 
turned a profit and the program is self- 
liquidating. 

Any abuses that have been allowed to 
creep into the program should be cor- 
rected. If there has been fraud, the guilty 
should be punished. Regulations and in- 
spections should be tightened to prevent 
their recurrence in the future. But let’s 
not let the leeches, racketeers or lob- 
byists destroy a program for which there 
is such a vital need.

McCarthy to Punch 


Administration leaders learned that 
just before the Army filed its charges of 
intimidation and_ political blackmail 
against Sen. Joe McCarthy that person 
was preparing to make sensational charges 
that J. Robert Oppenheimer had, because 
of Communist influences, “delayed work 
on the hydrogen bomb.” 

It was necessary, in a sense, to beat 
McCarthy to the punch. Dr. Oppenheimer 
has been suspended until an investigation 
can be made. : 

President Truman, who ordered the 
H-bomb built, says there was no delay 
after he ordered it, but some “discussion” 
before. It is interesting, in this connec- 
tion, to note the former president has

learned some wisdom. Before making an 
official statement he wanted to. “refresh 
his memory from the records.” He shot 
from the hip, in old Missouri frontier fash- 
ion, in the Harry Dexter White case, and 
thereby damaged an otherwise under- 
standable position. 

Dr. Oppenheimer made public an ex- 
change of letters. 

The facts will come out. In the mean- 
time, the fact which Senator McCarthy 
won't bring out is that many scientists yet 
insist the H-bomb is unnecessary and ime- 
practical. It is not greatly superior in ef- 
fectiveness to the better A-bombs. About 
four or five A-bombs can be made for the 
cost of one hydrogen bomb. The latter 
is more complex, more difficult to trans- 
port, and is more likely to fail of explosion 
than the A-bomb. 

But McCarthy is trying to make the 
American people think that scientists who 
opposed the idea of the H-bombs were 
Communists. 

More and more it becomes clearer to 
more and more persons what damage the 
McCarthy methods have done to the fabric 
of America.

In Waycross, Ga., the Rev. William 
McTier is dying. Death usually is tragic 
and sad. It is especially so when therejare 
children involved. Dr. McTier has two fine 
sons. both in college. He has no worldly 
goods to leave them.

But. somehow, just reading about jhe 
fast-approaching death provides the best 
illustration we have seen in a long, long 
time of the Biblical assertion, “Oh, where 
is thy victory?” 

A last 
message by the dying man to his congre- 
gation and the people of his city began 
with these words: 


In Dying,

‘‘My doctors do not offer me any encour- 
agement about getting better. Naturally, I 
think of my relationship to God, to my fel- 
low men and the work which has had first 
place in my life. Everything is clear between 
me and God and my fellow men. To you, I 
would say these are the most important things 
in my life. Christ is a great Saviour... .”’ 
Few sons have so rich a heritage. Few 
men have had, in these times when mod- 
ern man seems to think that closeness with 
God is something which belonged only ts 
the martyrs of the early church, so confi- 
dent a message to give to a community or 
a world.

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Cotton Planters Urged 
To Increase Efficiency 


t’s cotton planting time in Georgia and 
throughout the state farmers are engaged 
in an age-old process that formerly was 
the basis of the state’s entire economy. 
While it is not as important as it used to 
be, cotton remains the state's principal 
cash crop and deserves attention as such. 

E. C. Westbrook, Agricultural Exten- 
sion Service agronomist, continues to urge 
farmers to use better methods to up their 
yields. He knows it can be done. Three 
important steps this year can increase lint 
production vastly, he says. He lists them 
as application of liberal amounts of well- 
balanced fertilizer, thick stands of healthy 
plants, and control of cotton insects. 

Insects alone, he points out, take a toll 
of more than 80 pounds of lint per acre. 

Cotton acreage has been reduced by 
law this year to 1,188,000 acres. Last year’s 
average yield was 265 pounds per acre. To 
produce the same amount of lint this year 
the average will have to be increased to 
345 pounds. Mr. Westbrook says it can be 
done. 

His reasoning is correct, even though 
another bumper crop of cotton is bound to 
bring even more drastic acreage reductions 
next year. Even should that happen, farm- 
ers are better off to increase unit yields, 
leaving less productive acreage to other 
crops. 

Better practices that result in higher 
yields per acre are good economics in ag- 
riculture, just as efficiency in production 
is the goal of industry.

You 
may remember how the Republicans used the Korean War against 
the Democrats. It was, you may recall, called ‘‘Truman’s War’ by 
some and also a “useless war’’ by so prominent a GOP leader as

Robert A. Taft of Ohio. In fact, the whole meaning of 


Korea was distorted and corrupted when it was made a political 


issue. 
To hear the Republican cam- 


paign speeches, you would have 
thought President Truman just 
went out recklessly and started 


himself a war. Lost sight of com- 
pletely was the plain, hard fact 
that we could do nothing else with 
honor and for the sake of our na- 
tional security but stand up and 
challenge communism when it 
struck in Korea. We had to hold 
up our hand to that aggression 
and say bluntly “no further.’’ Into 
the blockade against the push of 
communism we luckily enlisted the 
United Nations in a common front. 
Had we not stood in Korea, it is 
probable that communism now 
would engulf Japan and sit over 
us as a threat ready to spill in 
all directions. The United Nations 
saved its integrity in Korea, and 
so did we. 

Now, with Dien Bien Phu and 
the crisis for France, Indochina 
suddenly has loomed up as an- 
other threat similar to Korea, It 
was, in fact, President Eisenhower, 
himself, who analyzed the mean- 
ing of Indochina most fully — and 
most pessimistically — in his ‘‘fall- 
ing dominoes’’ explanation at his 
news conference last week. If In- 
dochina should fall to the Commu- 
nists, then the rest of Southeast 
Asia would topple, like the domi- 
noes, or so he described the issue. 

Experienced observers of poli- 
tics over many years, while keen- 
ly aware of the seriousness of In-

dochina, nevertheless could not es- 
cape noting the irony of the situa- 
tion for th® Republican Party. That 
party, which made such a politi- 
cal shambles of Korea, now in ef- 
fect has its own Korea, and only 
so short a time since the Korean 
peace for which it claims so much 
credit. 

Not even the most partisan Dem- 
ocrats are taking comfort from the 
Republican discomfort. They've 
been through the experience of 
Asiatic aggression and the prob- 
lems it raises and learned long 
ago what many Republicans are 
learning now for the first time in 
a position of responsibility. So 
Democrats are not trving to make 
any political capital out of the Re- 
publican dilemma. 

It should bring to all of us the 
perspective mentioned earlier. 
Such of our people and politicians 
as have not already learned from 
Korea should now learn from Indo- 
china — that we are in a long, 
hard struggle which undoubtedly 
will see similar recurring threats 
along the far-flung border of the 
free world. What has happened 
should dissipate forever the illu- 
sion of the ‘“quick-victory-then- 
bring-the-boys-back-home”’ school. 
There will not always be ‘“‘vic- 
tories,”” as Korea was not one, 
but rather a holding operation, and 
we will need stamina and patience 
and must face sacrifices. In all 
of this we will need allies.

* They were standing beside the road, an old 
man, neatly dressed, and a woman younger 
than he, wearing a hat with flowers on it. They 
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had a suitcase with them, and under one arm the old man clutched 
a little radio about the size of a shoebox. A man likes to have some- 
body to talk to while he’s traveling, so I pulled to the side of the 


road and stopped. 

“We wasn't begging a ride,’’ the 
old man said. “We was a-waiting 
for the bus. Trouble is, we don’t 
know when it is liable to be along. 
I have forgot what time it is they 
run past here. So we'll ride along 
with you and be much obliged.” 

They got in the back seat and 
the old man leaned his forearms 
on the back of the front seat, so 
he could talk. He talked loud, like 
a man who is hard of hearing. 

“Look at this country we are 
passing through,”’ he said. ‘Did 
you ever see prettier country for 
the time of year?

All 
the men do is haul them to work 
in the morning and come and get

garden and a chicken or two, and 
cut the grass, and sort of clean up 
around the house a little—kind of 
work the women used to do. But 
mainly they just dress up in a 
suit of clothes their wife has 
bought them and drive around in

Does Man Suffer 


Because of His Sins? 


The other day I visited a dear lady suffer- 
ing intense pain as a result of cancer. 
so weak that I had to bend low to hear her ask 


a car she paid for, or look at the 
TV she’s buying on time, and eat 
the vittles she bought. 

‘‘The thing that worries me,” he 
said, “is what is liable to happen 
if the pants factory was to shut 
down, throwin’ all them women 
out of work. Why, them men 
would be pret-nigh as helpless as 
little chil'ren. They wouldn’t know 
how to go back to the fields and 
break up a piece of laid and lay 
out the rows and plant a crop of 
cotton and corn. They'd starve 
out.’ 

“Well,” said the lady with the 
flowers in her hat, “‘it looks like 
to me they'd keep that land pro- 
ducing even if their wives are at 
work, The land is the basis for 
everything anybody eats and 
wears. It's something you can al- 
ways fall back on to keep you 
whether you got a pay-check job 
or not. And you can't keep on 
making a whole lot of work pants 
when there ain’t no working men 
to wear them. And you can't 
make cotton overalls when no- 
body's raisin’ the cotton.’’ 

It was a shrewd economic ob- 
servation, and in Georgia today 
there is considerable truth in it. 
We have brought the factories to 
the fields in such numbers that 
every little town has its small in-

The very old- 
est problem of man is ‘‘why do we 
suffer’’ and the most often accept- 
ed answer is that suffering is the 
price God makes us pay for our 
sins. 

The oldest book in the Bible is 
Job. There we have a record of 
a ran losing his wealth, his chil- 
dren and his health. Though Job 
had lived what seemed to be a 
good life, his friends believed that 
the fact of his trials and troubles 
proved that he had done wrong. 
They said, ‘‘Whoever perished, be- 
ing innecent?’’ (Job 4:7). 

Long before Jesus’ day the peo- 
ple had been taught that every- 
thing that happens is a direct act 
of God. They believed that the 
storms, earthquakes, defeat in 
war, sickness in body—all came at 
God's command. To believe that 
anything could happen which God 
did not command would be to les- 
sen His power, they felt.

On the one hand, the congres- 
sional committees are assailed as 
unfair and as engaged in ‘witch 
hunting,’ and the cry is heard 
that every man must be consid- 
ered innocent until proved guilty. 
But, on the other hand, affiliation 
with the government is not a 
right or privilege and employes 
can be ruled as security risks 
merely because there is reason- 
able doubt as to their eligibility 
to remain in the government. It 
is not a court procedure at all. 

At this writing, nobody knows 
whether Dr. Oppenheimer ‘is or 
is not a good security risk for 
continuance as a member of the 
Science Advisory Committee un- 
der the Office of Defense Mo- 
bilization. His file has been un- 
der review for some time, and his 
suspension took place in Decem- 
ber 1953. In accordance with the 
rules of fair play, the Eisenhower 
administration didn't publicize 
this fact. 


Then how did it get into the 
headlines? It came from the Op- 
penheimer side. The all-important 
fact that the initiative came from 
Oppenheimer was not disclosed 
in the press in the articles Tues- 
day. . 

Why did Dr. Oppenheimer de- 
cide on full publicity? It is often 
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and that causes his punishment, 
they reasoned, 

If you saw a father punishing 
his child, you would reason that 
either the father is mean and de- 
lights in seeing his child suffer or 
that the child has done wrong and 
that a reasonable punishment is 
the obligation of the father.

But it does not follow that 
all suffering is caused by sin. 
Jesus made that clear. 

Jesus might have taken that oc- 
casion to give a sermon on the 
causes and explanations of suffer- 
ing. But He does not do it. Instead 
He said, ‘‘The works of God should 
be made manifest in him.” That is, 
here is a man in need, let us not 
argue about the causes. Better to 
give ourselves to the work of God 
which is helping those who need 
help,

He ar- 
gued for more disclosures to the 
world of atomic data, and he was 
opposed to the development of 
the H-bomb. 

The whole episode illustrates 
why it isn’t so easy to dispose of 
security questions without a lot 
of background and why publicity 
isn't always the fault of the con-

Actually, Kerr estimated, only 
about 25 per cent of the ‘‘new 
dining hall ‘s composed of the orig- 
inal building, which is 36 years old. 

The seating capacity of the din

The red brick building was 
changed from a two - story struc- 
ture, which Kerr termed “‘an eye- 
to a neat story-and-a-half 
building with a modified colonial 
facade. 

The dining room and the kitchen 
were enlarged and the kitchen was 
rewalled with tile.

Mayor Eugene Dixon 


Hapeville 
Budget OK, 
‘Mayor Says 


A check of Hapeville’s finances 
for the first three months of this 
year shows the city is closely fol- 
lowing its proposed $260,000 budget, 
Hapeville Mayor Eugene E. Dixon 
said. 

Dixon told City Council last week 
that at the present rate of spend- 
ing the city is ‘‘following very close 
to the budget.”’ 

Receipts during the first three 
months from all sources totalled 
$113,528.89, he pointed out. Of this 
the city spent $71,321.93, he add- 
ed, leaving the city with about 
$42,000 in the bank. 

CUT CORNERS 

Mayor Dixon warned depart- 
ment heads, however, to keep a 
close watch on spending and to 
“cut corners’’ where possible. 

“Because we've got $42,000 in 
the bank, don't think we're rich,” 
he said. 

During the next six months, the 
city will spend more money than 
either in the first three, or last 
three months of the year, he said. 
More money will be spent especi- 
ally in the city’s sanitary depart- 
ment, on street paving and on city 
improvements, Dixon explained. 

The mayor ventured a prediction 
that total receipts for this year 
would be ‘‘a little more than an- 
ticipated.” 
| In other business, council heard 
a request from residents of the 
Landers Drive subdivision that the 
city reconsider its water rates to 
the subdivision. 


LEVY HIKES RATE 

Mitchell Gwinn, spokesman for 
several residents, said an addi- 
tional surcharge levied by the city 
when lines were first installed by 
Hapeville is one cause of the high 
rate. The recent water rate in- 
crease passed on to Hapeville con- 
sumers following Atlanta’s rate 
hike makes water costs even 
higher, he added. 


Councilman Tom Morris, water 
committee head, assured Gwinn a 
meeting of the water committee 
already was planned to study re- 
‘vamping of water rates for the 
' subdivision. 

A comprehensive ordinance regu- 
lating dogs within the city was re- 
ferred to council's police commit- 
tee for further study. Council au- 
thorized an ordinance be drawn 
limiting commercial traffic on 
Whitney Avenue; voted $150 for 
purchase of recreational equipment 
‘and gave finance committeeman 
T. Perry Jackson power to act on 
purchasing a new police car.

improper circus where no nice woman would willingly go. You 
got the idea that a really well brought up woman should dell- 
cately avert her head when passing a courthouse—in much the 
same way girl children of my generation were taught to pass 
pool rooms. 


Of course no man with the proper respect for his courts 
would hold with such a theory anyhow. If you believe in the 
courts as a stronghold of democracy, where the guarantees of 
freedom and justice are ultimately tested and strengthened, you 
have to believe that jury service is the responsibility not of a 
handful of idle, ignorant people but of the very best citizens 
among us. 

And as for women being too delicate and sheltered to take 
hold of their end of such a load and, as we say in the country, 
‘‘tote fair’’ with the menfolks ... only a man would advance 
such a suggestion. 


When it comes right down to It women can cope with trouble 
and grief and the seamy side of life better than men. They have 
been conditioned by child-bearing and child-rearing. They know 
human frailities and they are seldom shocked by them. 


Of course the gentlemen who suggested that sensation-seekers 
will be among those who respond to jury duty with alacrity to a 
jury have forgotten the great number of dull, 
tedious cases which annually occupy juries throughout the state. 
Our spicy murder trials are few and far between. Seldom do we 
have a really juicy divorcee case of the kind that engrosses the 
courtroom crowds in California. True, we do have fascinating 
cases. The drama is there. Rea] comedy, real tragedy is played 
out in the courtrooms daily. 

But the great preponderance of cases are not likely to titillate 
the sensation seekers. They are plodding dull cases involving 
tedious detail, hour after hour of boring testimony and often 
masses of conflicting evidence through which jurors must sift 
seeking the truth.
